U.S. To 
Red Proposal 


For Korea 


LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 12—(4)— 
Secretary of State Marshall 
tell Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov that the United States has 
placed the Korean question be- 
fore the United Nations Assembly 
and will make suggestions on 
troop withdrawals there, an Amer- 
ican delegation spokesman said 
Sunday. 

This in effect would be a rejec- 
thon of Molotov’s proposal that the 
U. S. and Russia agree jointly on 
simultaneous withdrawal of Amer- 
ican and Soviet forces. 

The spokesman said Marshall 
would follow this line in answer 
to a note from Moscow complain- 
ing that the U. S. had not replied 
te a Soviet proposal for ‘with- 
drawal of foreign troops from Ko- 
rea at the start of next year and 
thus was hindering a solution. 

Molotov's note was received at 
the State. Department late Satur- 
day. 

It was under¢tood that Marshall 
would advise the Kremlin that the 
question was now in the hands of 
the UN and that specific Ameri- 
can proposals would be made to 
the Assembly, probably late this 
week. 

The American proposal was re- 
ported to include a section provid- 
ing that the date for actual with- 
drawal of occupation forces should 
be by agreement among Korea, 


Russia and the United States, with, 


UN concurrence. While still sub- 
ject to final phrasing, the plan 
also was understood to cover these 
points: 

1. Election of a Korean National 
Assembly with a UN commission 
on the scene as observers to in- 
sure democratic balloting in both 
Soviet and American zones; and

the project “Cirrus,” said if the 
storm’ was found to be “suitable,’’ 
they would go through with the 
test. “The result of this will lead 
us to further accomplishments in 
efforts to break up a hurricane.” 

Scientists were to watch the 
test with intense interest since 
none could foretell what might 
happen to the hurricane when the 
pellets are seeded into the storm's 
clouds. 

An Air Corps official said the 
Army and Navy had 10 planes 
tracking the storm to study the ef- 
fects of the icing, but he added: 

“There aren’t enough planes 
and pilots in the United States to 
reduce a hurricane’s potential by 
five percent by dropping dry ice.” 

Two B-17 planes left Mobile, 
Ala.. for MacDill Field, Fla., to 
join a B-29 which was loaded with 
the dry particles. 

Altogether 31 men were to par- 
ticipate in the field study, Rex 
said. 

Floodwaters stood three and 
sometimes six feet deep in large 
areas of Greater Miami and’ Ft, 
Lauderdale as the storm passed 
out to sea. 

Hurricane warnings were low- 
ered on the Southeast Florida 
Coast, and the area enjoyed one of 
its few bright sunny days since 
the Sept. 17 hurricane, 

Storm warnings were up from 
north of Vero Beach to Daytona 
‘Beach, but were expected to be 
lowered as the storm moved away 


. from the peninsula. 


The winds apparently did little 
damage as the hurricane swept 
across Florida from’ below Ever- 
‘glades City on the West Coast to 
just above Miami before passing 
out to sea. No casualties were re- 
ported. Miami had sustained winds 
of 71 miles an hour. 

A series of small tornadoes hit 
Miami during the storm, wrecking 
two buildings, unroofing a couple 
of others and lifting trees out of 
the ground. 

The Miami Springs and Hialeah 
communities in Northwest Miami 
were under water, some six feet 
deep. Families were evacuated 
from many homes Saturday night. 
The Miami Springs Municipal 
Golf Course, known to thousands 
of Winter tourists, was covered 
with water. 

Miami’s International 
‘one of the busiest in the nation 
‘with planes or domestic routes 
and from. Latin America using its 
runways, was covered Saturday 
night, but the water receded and 
it was back in use. 

Miami recorded the heaviest 
rainfall since 1925, as 1.34 inches 
‘fell in a 10-minute period, and 
‘more than four inches in less than 
four hours. Busses to outlying 
communities were blocked’ by 
flooded streets. Night clubbers 
and theater patrons walked the 
\streets in bare feet, carrying their 
shoes.

Wagner said he had undertaken 
the slum survey as his assigned 
part of the joint Senate-House 
housing probe, and had mailed 
out 750 questionnaires seeking 
data, including reaction to a pro- 
posal that the Federal Govern- 
ment bear two-thirds and local 
communities one-third the cost of 
urban development. 

In Atlanta, Mayor Hartsfield 
said he would turn over Wagner's 
request, when it is received, to the 
Atlanta Housing Authority with 
instructions to furnish all the data 
required. 

Hartsfield added that approval 
of any government = subsidized 
housing project would depend 
upon revenues the city would de 
rive and also upon the city’s 
ability to share in the cost. 

He asserted clearing Atlanta’s 
slums would cost “manv millions,” 
but that the City was within a 
million. dollars of reaching the 
limit of its bonded indebtedness. 

John A. White, Chairman of 
the City’s Slim Clearance Com- 
mittee, said Government subsidy 
of new housing would dovetail 
with the slum clearance plan he 
was advocating. 

“We have a new ordinance, we 
have the personnel and we have 
the money to force owners of 34.. 
000 substandard dwellings to 
bring them up to standard and 
keep them that way during the 
next five years,” White said. 

Construction of 6,000 additional 
units to replace those which had 
classed uninhabitable could 
be handled by Government or by 
private enterprise without conflict- 
ing with his Committee's objec- 
tives, White said.

Back in 1945 the smart set in Cairo, 
Egypt, were laughing at a “bon: mot” by 
the gay young King, Farouk. “In a few 
vears,” he said one night, at one of his 
famous parties, “there will be only five 
kings in the world—the King of England 
and the four in a deck of cards.” 

“There will always be you, Your Maj- 
esty,” said a young thing with whom he 
danced, and the son of Fuad I smiled con- 
tentedly. He was but jesting. 

As the Arab, or rather the Semitic, 
countries gather, threatening at the bor- 
ders of Palestine, it is well to recall that 
for the most part it is an array of Kings 
who protest the partition of Palestine, as 
has been recommended by an Allied com- 
mittee and indorsed by the United States, 
in a historic statement Saturday before 
the United Nations and to which even the 
Soviet States have given tentative commit- 
ment. 

Four Kings stand in opposition. 

There is Farouk, who would like to 
remain King of Egypt, and be elected also 
as head of the Moslem Church for all the 
Semitic Moslem world. 

He is the key to the whole problem of 
Palestine. With him are aligned hawk- 
eved and majestic old Abdul Aziz ibn 
Saud, from Saudi Arabia, honest in his 
stand, without the smile the others pos- 
sess; young King Faisal, of Iraq, and Ab- 
dullah, once Amir of Trans-Jordan, but now 
its King, since the British granted that 
stretch of sand and river and nomadic 
people its status as a nation. And with him, 
too, is the Imam of Yemen, almost a King, 
and the governments of Syria and Leb- 
anon. 

But what holds them all together as 
Semitic peoples opposing another, is the 


- fanatical Moslem religion, and the growing 


flames,of nationalism which allow no man 
in the Middle East to be dovecot for the 
symbol of peace. 

But Farouk, the chunky, slightly weary, 
young sophisticate and King of Egypt, can

He is intelligent and he will 
weigh carefully the decision of this coun- 
try, of the Soviets and of the British before 
he commits the tribes and his own army, 
together with Trans-Jordan’s British-train- 
ed Arab Legion, to war. 

His mind is a wrestling match in which 
ambition struggles with the weight of 
great nations thrown against him in Pales- 
tine. He has planned, and progressed in 
his plan, to become the leader of all Islam. 
That is why he has given refuge, and 
money, to the Grand Mufti, the old rascal 
who heads the Moslems in Palestine and 
who joined with the Nazis against the 
Allies in the recent war, and to Abd el 
Krim, the legendary old Semitic who led 
the revolt against the French in North 
Africa in the years after World War I. 

Yet if his ambition has not too slip- 
pery a body, reality may pin it. There are 
enough domestic problems for him to 
solve. The government, and the one he 
wants to remain in power, is shaky. The 
old parties, the Saadists, the Wafd and the 
Liberals are not strong. The Wafd is the 
strongest, but it cannot control. The Mos- 
lem Brotherhood, made up of students and 
workers, fanatically religious, violently 
anti-foreign and anti-liberal, is growing 
and all the ruling classes and the old line 
parties are worried. There is not enough 
land, there is too much disease, there is 
too much misery, and it is no time to go 
to war unless war would solve the other 
problems. And it will not. Also, there is 
Russia. 

Farouk and his decision are world-im- 
portant. 

Much, besides partition, depends upon it.

I sat one whole afternoon in Istanbul, Turkey, in an information 
office and with the aid of a Turkish woman who spoke English, 
assisted Turkish children with themes on the general subject of the 
United States. 

I saw, what every person who has been in France or Britain 
could see, that the fact those countries received news regularly 
from the United States, did not contribute to any balanced picture 
of this country for a very good and obvious reason—namely, that 
the editors who received it could use only a little of it and selected 
that which would best contribute to the sale of their newspapers. 
They selected Hollywood news, divorces, crimes, race riots, lynch- 
ings and so on,

The idea that the Horatio Alger tradition is 
exclusively, even predominantly, an American 
heritage is one of those falsities which needs | 
correcting. The belief that only in America is the “rags-to-riches” | 
saga common leads to misconceptions about the ways of life in | 
other countries. And such misconceptions are among the factors | 
which create international misunderstandings. | 

‘The opportunity for a successful career for the boy born in pov- 
erty, with no trace whatsoever of the silver spoon in his mouth, is 
at least as good in Britain today, for instance, as it is anywhere in 
the world, 

There are numerous living examples in British life today. 


For instance: Sir Frederick Burrows, who rose to be Gov- 
ernor of Bengal, began as a railroad porter. Lord Nuffield, one 
of Britain’s greatest automobile manufacturers, started by running 
a small bicycle shop. -Lord Hyndley, Chairman of the National 
Coal Board, is the son of a poor clergyman and his first job was as 
a clerk in a coal mining area. Charles Dukes was once a common 
laborer, but became Chairman of the Trades Union Congress and 
received a peerage. 


Among members of the Cabinet, Harold Wil- 
son, President of the Board of Trade, won his 
education through the public schools and by scholarships. Ernest 
Bevin started as a farm boy. Mr. Morrison, son of a policeman, 
was first an errand boy, then a shop clerk. Lord Inman, now 
Lord Privy Seal, began as a newsboy and bottle washer. And 
there are others. 

The boy in Britain gets a good start through special rations for 
expectant mothers and young children. Proper nourishment for 
school children is assured through free milk and the school meals 
service.

A Necklace 
For the Lady Neit

Three thousand, three hundred and thirty-five years 
azo, cherished women wore precious jewels to prove it, 
just as the lucky ones do today. 

A necklace made during the reign of Akhnaton (1385- 
1350 B. C.) for the Lady Neit is in Atlanta in possession 
of Dr. T. K. Peters, Esyptologisi, and now Public Rela- 
tions Director of Boys’ Estate. It is part of a valuable col- 
lection of Egyptology which the scholarly authority keeps 
locked securely in a safety deposit vault. 

The inscrivtion on the recklece indicated it was a gift 
to Neit from her father. The gold beads of the upper row 
are ingeniously made in long and short beads to allow the 
whole circle to Iay flat upon the chest. The pendant 
beads are lotus buds and the shields are of carnelian and 
lapis lazuli. 

A large central pendant is divided into 12 hours or 
sections of the night for the goddess Neit after whom the 
owner of the necklace apparently was named. The god- 
dess Neit was the goddess of night, and for this reason 
the back portion of the jewel is of silver, the moon metal. 

Dr. Peters, who is a storehouse of romantic historic 
lore, says the period of the necklace was one of the most 
fruitful in the entire history of ancient Egypt. Akhnaton 
was the first person in history to proclaim his belief in 
one God, long before the time of such a belief by the He- 
brew, as far as can be determined. 

“He was an iconoclast in every way,” Dr. Peters says. 
“He caused the ancient gods of Egypt to be destroyed, 
and changed all the order of life into a pattern more joy- 
ous and free than it had ever been. The old traditional 
art of Egypt was swept away and a newer and more 
natural art was substituted. 

“During his reign, such beautiful works as the bust of 
Queen of Nefertti and the bust of his daughter, the Lady 
Senerfru, were made, which for sheer beauty and sweet- 
ness of expression have never been surpassed. 

“Tut-Ankh-Amon .was his son-in-law, and all of the 
beautiful objects found in his tomb show the influence 
of Akhnaton. Akhnaton’s Hymn to the One God is one 
of the earliest and most inspiring pieces of religious writ- 
ing we have.”

A rockhound, let it be explained, is a person who scouts 
around from one rock bed to another in search of pebbles, or 
rocks, which have gem stone possibilities. Lapidary is the 
technical name for rockhound. But Kingsbery says he 
doesn’t qualify technically, since a lapidary cuts, polishes 
and sets his own stones, while he (Kingsbery) only gath- 
ers the stones and then has a jeweler cut, polish and 
mount them. 

Even at that, Kingsbery has the last word. He decides 
on the patterns of his stones and how they are to be 
mounted. A decided Western style is evident in his col- 
lection of keychain tabs, pendants, brooches, rings and 
bracelets, which are mounted in heavy silver, and some 
with Indian symbols. 

Only three groups of stones are harder than these 
semi-precious finds of his, which are a mixture of agate, 
chalcedony, jasper, jasper-agate, petrified wood, sardonyx 
and plume jasper. They are so hard they have to be 
cut with a steel-blade circular saw with small diamonds 
set in the rim. 

When the stones are halved, they present a general

Lausanne, Switzerland, Oct. 12 
—(/P)}—Baron Henri De _ Roths- 
child, 75, retired French-born doc 
tor, capitalist and playwright, died 
Sunday. Death came at his estate, 
Castel Beau Cidri, in Jouxetens, 
near Lausanne. Rothschild, a 
widower, had suffered from a 
heart ailment for about 10 years. 
The body will be taken to his 
native Paris Monday. 

Rothschild spent most of the 
war years in Portugal, returning 
to Switzerland about two years 
ago.
